nomic interest, ideologies, militarism, im ­ 
perialism and of hate, fear, revenge and 
personal ambition, which will h au n t the 
peace table as it did at Versailles with such 
disastrous results. 
That dire experience, 
Mr. Hoover rightly emphasizes, must not 
be repeated this time. 
The thing to do, In order to avoid th a t 
repetition, Mr Hoover says, is to arrive at 
a peace settlement without undue haste and 
in a calm, logical manner 
Two separate 
problems are pointed out: one. the method 
or machinery by which peace is to be made 
Bod the other the settlements of the prob­ 
lems of peace themselves. 
We m ust pro­ 
vide a stage that will favor the forces of 
good will and idealism rather than the old- 
time diplomacy, he says. 
Wherefore, It is proposed that there he 
no armistice, such as there was a t Ver­ 
sailles, but a two-fold plan. the first of 
which would be a “conditional peace” look­ 
ing to political, economic and spiritual re­ 
covery, and the second of which would be 
time out for cooling off and working out, 
one by one auld separately, the solutions for 
permanent peace. 
In approaching these, Mr. Hoover sug­ 
gests agreement In advance on terms of 
such conditional peace and a subsequent 
program. 
The 
former 
should 
embrace 
to'al disarmament of the enemy, the desig­ 
nation of provisional boundaries of nations, 
machinery for repatriations, 
removal 
of 
economic blockades, Immediate organiza­ 
tion to relieve famine and combat pestil­ 
ence. and the provisional restoration of all 
commercial treaties. 
All this agreed upon, the other gigantic 
problems could be worked out in time, 
allowing a cooling 
of 
war revenge and 
hatred. 
Mr, Hoover does not submit his plan 
as perfect, but admits that it needs to be 
hammered out on the anvil of debate But 
his thoughts and efforts are of most timely 
Importance because logically developed and 
constructively handled. 
Indeed, he stands 
as the great hum anitarian he proved him ­ 
self following the first- World war. 
Hp de­ 
serves far more support In his general aim 
than has been accorded him hitherto. His 
contribution, as well as th a t of his col­ 
league, Mr Gibson, Is all the more weighty 
because it is founded upon Christian pre­ 
cepts, opposing as it does the destructive 
forces of hate, fpar and revenge; and It 
will undoubtedly grow in importance as 
time wears on.

Three Suggestions 
For the H olidays 


AMONG the usual do’s and don’ts for 
the holiday season are three points occa­ 
sioned by the war which are being stress­ 
ed bv the Office of Defense Transportation 
and which should be heeded bv everybody 
One is that you shouldn’t travel, be­ 
cause trains and buses will be overcrowded 
with necessary holiday travel, 
It Is sug­ 
gested that one duly consider, before s ta rt­ 
ing on any trip, whether It is necessary, 
or whether it could be combined with a n ­ 
other and make one serve the purpose 
Another is th a t shoppers carry their 
parcels, and do so at "off peak” hours. 
Unnecessary deliveries to the home will eat 
into the nation’s rubber stockpile. 
Shop­ 
ping should be planned, too, so th a t one 
can avoid the most crowded hours on public 
conveyances—between 4 and 6 p. rn. 
The third suggestion is to avoid the 
unnecessary use of taxicabs, which are 
becoming Increasingly important In the 
movement of passengers on vital business. 
“Don’t take a cab from some one who 
need' it worse than you.” the ODT advises. 
Generally, Cumberland people are co­ 
operating in all three respects, but the re­ 
minders are timely and perhaps will prompt 
still greater co-operation among them.

WASHINGTON, Dec. IS Tile oil 
situation is far more tragic than 
first 
reports indicate Even though 
the 
citizens has his coupons and 
the 
cash to pay for his oil, that 
doesn't mean he 
can get fuel. For 
the truth is toe 
distribution 
sys­ 
tem 
has 
broken 
down due to the 
nature of the reg­ 
ulations Issued. 
Unlike coffee or 
sugar or gasoline, 
which the coupon 
holder obtains at 
the dealer’s pre­ 
mises and carries away himself fuel 
oil has to be delivered by tank wa­ 
gon The entire distribution system 
built up over the years, based on ex­ 
perience, involves the delivery of 
about 180 gallons to a customer lier 
trip or else it Is not economical for 
the dealer to m aintain delivery’ But 
under the rationing system, the 
dealer can deliver only fifty gal­ 
lons in each period out of the 250 
that may be allotted for a whole 
season. 
This Is because the regulations re­ 
quire that the coupons must be used 
within each of the five heating per­ 
iods extending from the autum n 
through the winter The weather 
may be colder in one period than 
another, but. under existing regula­ 
tions, top user cannot get delivery 
except within the fixed period. 


Swamper! with Requests 


Tile dealers are swamped with 
requests for delivery. People who 
have their coupons are finding that, 
although the oil Is available, stocks 
are not being pooled and deliveries 
are slow because they have been 
multiplied. Not only have the num ­ 
ber of deliveries been increased three 
to five-fold, but the time consumed 
In making the deliveries has been 
materially lengthened. 


Tank drivers who worked long Into 
the night- and some of them all 
night over the week end—arp worn­ 
out with the delays incident to the 
the red tni>e needed to fill out certi­ 
ficates after they deliver the oil. 
But the worst feature of the whole 
situation Is the large number of 
persons who have the coupons blit 
cannot get the oil A tank driver at 
IO 30 last Saturday night told this 
correspondent he had been working 
since 7 o'clock th at morning and he 
had at least ten more places to go, 
because the citizens had been w ith­ 
out oil for twenty-four hours or 
more. 


Equipment Limited 


The oil dealers have lost person­ 
nel due to Hie draft and other war­ 
time conditions, and thev have no 
way of getting more tank wagons 
and more tires and gas for what 
would mean at least twice as m any 
vehicles for delivery, Tile 
ration 
bureaucrats evidently forgot th at 
the deifiers have a manpower prob­ 
lem or that they operate on the 
ba is of a limited number of trips 
during the winter season so a s to 
keep everybody supplied promptly. 
It Is essential that the tank wa­ 
gons be permitted to deliver morp 
thai# the amounts alloted In each 
period This means that it should be 
permissible to use the coupon* on a 
flexible basis, sn that the consumer 
can use up itll his oil In one period 
if lie feels that he can't keep warm 
otherwise In the case of the citi­ 
zen who has been cut fifty per cent 
or more Hod who was given no 
warning that such a cut would be 


forthcoming, it is likely that he will 
be out of oil before the end of the 
heating .season. 


Consolidation a Kelp 


If the regulations were amended 
to permit consolidation of coupon 
periods, it would give people more 
time to convert to coal if they found 
they could In many cases, grates or 
stokers are not obtainable at any 
price In some instances the WPB 
has frozen the kind of equipment 
needed. But this phase of the red 
tape might be ironed out if tile 
citizen could keep on using his total 
supply till he could get coal. 


The difficult about transporta­ 
tion and delivery cannot be cured by 
insisting th at citizens convert” to 
coal. The average length of time 
that many people say w ill tie neces­ 
sary before the conversion can be 
completed is about two to three 
weeks. In the meantime, there must 
be some way to provide homes with 
oil. A relaxation of the regulations 
to permit such conversions would 
help the situation immeasurably. 


lank Wagons Idle 


As 
for 
deliveries, 
the 
dealers 
wanted to put more oil in the tanks 
during October and November but 
were prevented from doing so by the 
bureaucrats. The fact is that tank 
wagon* were idle and huge quanti­ 
ties of oil were actually available last 
month, but the instructions Issued 
by the administration were th at 
tanks could be only partially filled. 


The oil rationing scheme is a fla­ 
grant 
example 
of 
bureaucratic 
theorizing which figures things out 
on paper and doesn t take Into ac­ 
count the practical as peels 
Rather 
than admit anything is wrong, offi­ 
cials defiantly insist they are proud 
of the Job done. Sometimes it is bet­ 
ter to acknowledge error and start 
over again than to inflict harm on 
innocent bystanders

dists and that they are recognized 
needs in the British arid German 
armies. They say foot disabilities 
are a chief army trouble and that 
Hie services of chiropodists would 
greatly relieve the pressure of work 
on physicians, of whom there is an 
evident shortage. 


We hope it is not professional 
Jealousy which is deterring army 
medical authorities from following 
tile example of the navy which does 
less walking than the army. lf chir­ 
opodists have proven useful in other 
armies and tile United States Navy 
and if they will relieve army phy­ 
sicians, there would seem to lie no 
good reason for not making use oJ 
heir .e ivices.
